to teacher pact proposal

The Lompoc I ’nified School District 
Board of I'rustees is set to approve its 
initial response 
to a teacher union 
contract 
proposal 
at 
its meeting 
to m o rro w . 7 
p m 
at d is tr ic t 
headquarters 
With this approval, contract negotia­ 
tion' between the district and the Lorn 
poo Education Association (L E A ) could 
begin this week said Alice Milligan, as­ 
sistant superintendent and the board’s 
chief negotiator 
The LEA has requested a first-year 
nine per cent raise fully paid medical 
and dental plans, and additional paid 
leave for religious, parental and per­ 
sonal reasons 
In response the board offers teachers 
no raise and no additional fringe benefits 
or leaves W hile the LEA seeks to reduce 
teacher load and shorten the school day. 
the board stipulates that teachers shall 
work even more hours (eight daily, 200 
davs a year) than currently required 


The district is now required by law to 
bargain with teachers on these matters 
Some compromise between the initial 
proposals of both sides is expected to 
result from the upcoming negotiations 


The board’s contract seeks to retain all 
the district s 
powers and authority” in 
controlling the schools 


The LEA contract proposal sets class 
size reductions and maximums that 
would require the hiring of up to 100 new 
teachers plus other aides 
The board 
contract 
states 
sim ply that 
the 
superintendent 
shall determine class 
size, and that the district shall determine 
curriculum services and personnel to be 
provided 
The district also retains the right to 
hire, 
classify 
assign, 
evaluate, 
promote and terminate” teachers, while 
the LEA proposal would increase both in­ 
dividual teacher and union control over 
those areas The LEA contract requires, 
as examples, that temporary teachers be 
given hiring priority that the district ex­ 
plain and justify transfers, and that the 
district "meet and negotiate” with the 
union prior to anv layoffs 


The board s proposed contract sets up 
a grievance procedure in which the dis­ 
trict superintendents would have final 
authority C urrent district policy leaves 
a final decision up to the school board 
The LEA is seeking binding arbitration, 
which would transfer power to a 
mediator, an outside third party, in 
resolving grievances 
‘ 


The board's contract also includes a 
clause prohibiting any "instigation to 
strike strike, work stoppage, walk-out. 
slow-down picketing or other concerted 
action ” 


The contract requires the LEA to 
take all necessary steps” to halt such 
activities And it states that any bargain­ 
ing unit member who engages in such ac­ 
tivity "may be subject to discipline up to 
and including termination ” 
I nder a new collective bargaining law 
the Rodda Act of 1976. teachers, through 
an elected exclusive bargaining agent, 
may "meet and negotiate” with the dis­ 
trict Fnder previous law they could only 
"meet and confer ” 
Now the district and the teacher union 
must come to an agreement on exactly 
what shall be included in next vear’s con­ 
tract

County budget sessions conclude

County reporter 
County taxpayers irked by another 
round of substantial property tax assess­ 
ment boosts this year will find solace in 
the fact the Board of Supervirors has 
wound up public hearings on the 1977-78 
county budget 
which promises to 
produce a reduction of anywhere from 24 
to 30 cents of the current $2 97 rate 


After two weeks of budget sessions 
that involved a proposed $86 2 million 
general fund budget, $15 million capital 
outlay budget, and $23 1 million in other 
special funds and special district budgets 
over which the supervisors have control, 
board members and Auditor-Controller 
William Parsons left the County Building 
Friday evening hoping the tax rate cut of 
15 cents proposed by the administrative 
office could be doubled 


The official 1977-78 county govern­ 
ment tax rate won’t be set until the end 
of August, and by that time county 
authorities are hopeful of other actions 
on the part of the state and Federal agen­ 
cies that could net the* county close to 
another million dollars in revenues 
Meanwhile 
the 
supervisors have* 


called publicly on school districts to re­ 
examine then proposed budgets and try 
to hold the line or cut tax rates in school 
districts in the coming year The county 
tax levy is only a portion of the total tax 
bill received by taxpayers late each fall 


Last year the supervisors cut the 
county government tax levy 34 cents in 
the secured property rate 


The total tax levy boost was held to 
about a $17 million boost over the $28 8 
million figure this year In cutting the 
total levy about $1 million, the super­ 
visors utilized a million dollar collection 
of unpaid and written off county hospital 
bills, under a system introduced by 
Parsons and Health Care Services of­ 
ficials 


Parsons said the 24 cent tax rate drop 
as 
now 
contem plated could 
be 
augmented if the county can wind up 
with a possible $600.000 in anti-recession 
funds from the Federal government, 
along with a possible $300.000 or more in 
Federal in lieu payments for land in Los 
P a d res National Forest 


The board in its hearings added to the 
sheriff s force particularly in the North 


County areas, and slashed the fire 
departm ent 
budget 
by 
$100.000 
eliminating over 20 budgeted positions 
by having firemen go from a 56 to a 63 
hour duty week starting early this year 


I believe the board has held the in 
crease in the tax levy to about 5 per 
cent.” said Parsons "This comes at a 
time of inflation amounting to about 712 
per cent, and when we had to increase 
direct payments to the State for Medi­ 
cal and adult welfare aids by about $1- 
million in countv tax money ” 


Additional mandated programs adding 
to county costs of handling juveniles also 
were encountered by the board 


There is also the possibility that asses­ 
sed valuations will be reported as higher 
than estimated by the assessor 


Parsons acknowledged that "nothing 
can take the place of 100 per cent 
property assessment increases” which 
are hitting at many homes in the county 
these days but showed that the county is 
about to enter into a three-year cycle of 
reappraisals which will reduce the im­ 
pact of reassessing properties once in six 
or seven vears

Freedom 
ends for 
assassin 


PETROS. Tenn (U P I) - James Earl 
Ray. confessed assassin of Dr Martin 
Luther King Jr., was captured today try­ 
ing to hide under a pile of leaves in the 
foothills of the Cumberland Mountains, 
ending a 54-hour bid for freedom 
About seven hours after bloodhounds 
tracked Ray down. Tennessee prison 
authorities said another of the five con­ 
victs who escaped with him Friday night 
had been arrested Donald Ray Caylor, 
24. was arrested by a patrolling police­ 
man in Oak Ridge Tenn , site of much of 
the nation's nuclear power research 
Prison warden Stonney Lane said of­ 
ficials believe the last of the escapers, 
Donald Shelton. 32. was cornered in the 
same general area where Ray was ap­ 
prehended about 2 a m EDT 
"W e expect it may take up to another 
four to six hours to apprehend him,” 
Lane said, adding the main problem was 
the bloodhounds used in the search were 
worn out 
Ray. exhausted, sweaty and muddy, 
and Caylor were returned to Brushy 
Mountain State Prison where the con­ 
victs escaped F’riday night by using a 
makeshift pipe ladder to scale a back 
wall 
Within hours of the escape, Ray was 
put at the top of the F B I’s list of "most 
wanted 
fugitives, a position he held 
while leading police agencies on a two- 
continent chase in the weeks following 
the April 4 1968, assassination of King at 
the Lorraine Motel in Memphis. Tenn 
Ray was a fugitive from a Missouri 
prison when King was slain 
King's death touched off rioting by 
blacks across the country 
Ray was 
arrested on June 5 1968, in London and 
on March 10. 1969. he pleaded guilty to 
killing King and was sentenced to 99 
years Three days later he began in­ 
sisting he was innocent 
Ray. who is serving a 99-year term, 
was examined today by a prison doctor 
who found only a few scratches Ray sl­ 
ept several hours and then ate what 
prison o fficials termed a ‘ good 
breakfast 
They said Ray refused to be 
interviewed 
The 49-vear-old Ray's dramatic flight 
from pursuing bloodhounds and lawmen 
ended about 10 miles from the prison 
near the old gold mining camp of Coyote 
He had been pacing himself, but when 
the hounds picked up a fresh scent during 
the night, he had to run hard 
He was pursed by two 14-month-old 
bloodhounds 
Sandy and Little Red, 
sisters Exhausted from the ordeal. Ray 
tried to cover himself with leaves as the 
bloodhounds and five lawmen drew 
closer Sandy on a leash held by prison 
guard Joe Chapman was the first to find 
Ray 
James are you all right0'' Chapman 
asked 
I'm okav 
Ray replied, his face wet 
with sweat and his sweatshirt and pants 
muddied 
Tennessee 
Public Safety Com­ 
missioner Joel Plummer said Ray had 
exercised vigorously in the prison yard 
to prepare himself for the escape His 
companions wore themselves out runn­ 
ing, he said, "But Ray. being older and 
fairly cunning, didn’t move as much ” 
The convicted assassin stayed with his 
plan until his trail was picked up by 
Sandy and Little Red 
In Washington. Rep Walter Fauntroy. 
chairman of a House subcommittee in­ 
vestigating the assassination of King, 
said he was happy and relieved at Ray’s 
capture Fauntroy said he would not dis­ 
count the possibility Ray's escape was 
engineered as a conspiracy to stifle the 
investigation But he said there were no 
signs of outside accomplices when Ray 
was apprehended

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Supreme Court today agreed to 
decide whether Indians have 
jurisdiction 
over 
non-Indians 
com m itting offenses under a 
tribal code in a highly populated 
area that still is legally a reser­ 
vation 
The court w ill hear a case 
next term involving the Port 
Madison Indian Reservation in 
W ashington state and w ill 
decide it by w ritten opinion 
Washington state, coming in 
as a "friend of the court." 
urged the justices to review the 
decision 
It said thousands of 
non-Indians reside and work on 
reservations and have created 
homes and cities in these areas 
Under a lower-court decision 
they all are subject to tribal

Support of a preliminary plan 
for the improvement of a sec­ 
tion of Alamo Pintado Road 
north

Solvang. to Baseline Avenue, 
Ballard, was given by members 
of the Ballard Improvement 
and Protective Assn .

C allahan pointed out the 
funds for the creation of a new 
bridge along a sharp curve 
south of Ballard over Alamo 
Pintado Creek and a part of the 
overall project has been ap­

un­ 
derground utility lines in the 
bridge area is now in the 
process of being completed 
Callahan noted that the bridge 
work had been estimated at 
$160,000 and added that it would 
probably reach $200.000

the present time we are about 
$40.000 short

Opposition to the building of 
the new bridge toward the 
easterly side of the roadway

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Trade talks confirmed 


Is Terrific Tom 
leaving Mets? 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - Tom Seaver will 
become a member of the world cham­ 
pion Cincinnati Reds within the next 48 
hours — unless he kills the deal himself 
by telling the New York Mets he has 
decided to stay with them for the same 
salary they are paying him now 
The Mets are understood to be getting 
three players for their three-time Cv 
Young Award-winner, the best known of 
which is right-handed reliever Rawley 
E a st wick 
the National League’s 
“ Fireman of the Year ’ last season 
Infielder Doug Flynn also has been 
mentioned as one of the Reds' players in­ 
volved 
Seaver had asked the Mets to trade 
him when they refused to renegotiate the 
three-vear contract he signed with them 
last year calling for $225.000 a year He 
gave his approval to a deal with the Reds 
over the weekend 
Before beating the Astros. 3-1. in 
Houston Sunday. Seaver said. “ There is 
a strong possibility this could be my last 
game for the Mets.’’ 
M 
Donald Grant, the Mets’ board 
chairman, acknowledged Sunday a deal 
was in the process of being completed 
but still left the door open for Seaver 
“ I ’ve said it dozens of times before and 
1 11 say it again, the Mets have never had 
any desire to trade Tom Seaver.’’ said 
Grant 
He has told us he is dissatisfied 
and he wants to be traded If that's what 
he wants we are trying the best we can 
to satisfv a dissatisfied Seaver 


“ All he has to do is tell us he is 
satisfied and he is perfectly welcome to 
stay We’d be delighted to have him keep 
pitching for us.” 
The major league trading deadline is 
Wednesday midnight 
Seaver’s tenure in the league and with 
the Mets gives him the right to approve 
or disapprove any deal involving him He 
told the Mets previously he would only 
agree to go to the Dodgers, Reds, Pirates 
or Phillies and w’hen Grant informed him 
during this past weekend a trade was be­ 
ing worked out with Cincinnati. Seaver 
said okay. 
But after sayi ng so. the deep emot ional 
wrench of leaving the club he has been 
with all of his 10 years in the majors 
showed heavily on the 32-year-old right­ 
hander 
Normally, he talks at great length with 
newsmen after a ballgame But after 
recording his seventh victory of the 
season at the expense of the Astros Sun­ 
day, he said to them. “ Please leave me 
alone I don't feel well ’’ 
Struggling to keep his composure and 
conceal the mist around his eyes, Seaver 
sat with his head bowed m front of his 
locker He spoke to no one 
When trade talks for Seaver were in­ 
itiated. the Mets asked the Reds about 
players like Ken Griffey and Dan Dries- 
sen, but were told they couldn’t be had 
Nobody with the Mets was saying 
whether the Reds had since changed 
their minds

The debate is on: 
Slew better than 
Is Seattle 
Secretariat?

NEW YORK (U P I» - Anybody 
who never had the opportunity of 
seeing Secretariat run. can still 
catch him at Belmont Park any day 
the track is open his two front legs 
high in mid stride and his silky 
black mane living on the nape of his 
neck 
Everybody who visits the paddock 
for the first time automatically 
stops to look at and inspect the im­ 
posing bronze replica of what many 
believe to be the greatest horse of 
his generation 
Seattle Slew passed within 20 
yards of the monument Saturday, 
shortly before picking up the third 
jewel of the Triple Crown and never 
gave it so much as a tumble 
He turned his head the other way. 
almost disdainfully in fact, as if he 
d id n ’t feel it n ece ssa ry to 
acknowledge the presence of any 
other horse in the world He ran the 
same way a little later in winning 
the Belmont Stakes by four lengths 
before 70 229. who came away 
realizing they had just seen one of 
the most extraordinary competitors 
in horse racing today despite Seattle 
Slew s relatively slow time of 2 29 3- 
5 for the mile-and-a-half over a mud­ 
dy surface 
More significant than his time 
was that Seattle Slew obviously had 
something left at the finish, his 
jockey 
Jean Cruguet attesting to 
that bv standing up in the saddle and 


waving to the crowd happily 20 
yards from the wire 
Seattle Slew now stands as one of 
only 10 horses ever to win The Big 
Three 
the Kentucky Derby, the 
Preakness and the Belmont 
The obvious question now is who’s 
the better horse. Secretariat, who 
climaxed his Triple Crown triumph 
in 1973 with a record 31-length vic­ 
tory in the Belmont but was beaten 
in three of his other races, or Seattle 
Slew unbeaten in any of his nine 
races*’ 
Nobody can supply a definitive 
answer to that question 
F rom what I ve seen of the two 
horses Secretariat seemed to have 
u more explosive quality than Seat­ 
tle Slew 
more speed, yet Seattle 
Slew’s owners and handlers all 
make the valid point their horse 
runs only as fast as he has to, and he 
never has really run up to his full 
potential yet 
Perhaps he will have to if and 
when he meets Forego later this 
year but as of this moment Seattle 
Slew still hasn't proven he’s a better 
horse than Secretariat Not to me. 
anyway and from all I can gather, 
not to a lot of other people in horse 
racing either 
Mickey Taylor 
one of Seattle 
Slew’s owners, privately predicted 
his horse would win the Belmont 
more easily than he did either the 
Kentucky Derby or the Preakness. 
and he was absolutely right 
Seattle Slew won the Belmont

Women sea duty 
seen by Navy sec. 


W A SH IN G T O N 
(U P I) - 
Navy Secretary W 
Graham 
Claytor will give women sea 
duty alongside the men if 
Congress authorizes it. but — 
“ biology being what it is" — 
carefully, and only for short 
cruises 
Claytor said in an interview 
that if the law is amended to 
allow women to be assigned 
temporary duty aboard Navy 
combat ships in peacetime, 
‘we'll do it on an experimental 
basis 
carefully, because it's 
new " 
He scoffed at fears of Navy 
wives 
who blanch at the 
thought of their men cruising 
out to sea with female ship­ 
mates 


‘Goodness,” he said, “ this is 
just one of those problems one 
has to face in the real world I 
suppose wives are not happy 
when their husbands are off in 
New York Citv for three weeks 
There are plenty of women 
there ” 


Current law restricts women 
to sea duty aboard hospital and 
transport ships, and Claytor 
acknowledged 
that putting 


women aboard line vessels for 
the first time as crewmembers 
will be a tricky business that 
could add to the sexual pres­ 
sures of shipboard life 
He said his own experience as 
a destroyer escort commander 
in World War II leads him to 
believe women should not be 
allowed on long cruises, such as 
might be necessary in wartime 
“ The situation there is such 
that having women in the crew, 
particularly on a small ship, 
would really create more 
problems for both the women 
and the men than would be 
justified.” he said 
“ Biology being what it is. if 
you're at close quarters for 
long, long periods of time, you 
just create difficulty.“ 
As an example. Claytor said 
he would be reluctant to send 
women crewmembers along 
when missile submarines em­ 
bark on full-length patrols, 
which normally run 60 days. 
But we might send some out 
— particularly those who are 
going to be working on sub­ 
marine support — on an attack 
submarine for a five-day opera­ 
tion off the coast ." he said

Bundy. 30, escaped last Tues­ 
day by jumping from a window 
of the Pitkin County Courthouse 
in Aspen A former law student 


Bundy was left unguarded in 
the courthouse law library, 
where he was preparing argu­ 
ments to prepare a death 
penalty waiver if convicted of 
first degree murder 
Bundy was scheduled to go on 
trial Nov 14 for the slaying of 
Caryn C ampbell 
a Dearborn, 
Mich nurse who was killed in 
Januarv 
1975 while vacation­ 
ing at Aspen Miss Campbell’s 
nude bodv was found in a snow­ 
bank near the ski resort 
Bundy was transferred to 
Aspen from the Utah State 
Prison, where he is serving 1- 
to-15 years for kidnaping a 17- 
vear-old giri in Salt Lake City in 
1974 
A suspect in eight murders in 
three western states. Bundy is 
considered “ extremely dan­ 
gerous,” and residents near 
Aspen have been warned by 
authorities to bolt their doors 
and be wary of strangers 
Greg Mace who operates a 
restaurant about seven miles 
south of Aspen said residents 
in the area are not unduly 
alarmed about Bundy’s possible 
presence in the area 
“ There was a lot of flurry 
Saturday when they found out 
he was in the cabin ” said
